mos muſt not he too buſie in the Kings Court; if he be, hee 
is bid, Avant; and quickly made ware, that tis the Kings 
happell; he muſt away, and _ hisbread in Judah.

maruell then, if good Paul be counted an enemy, for telling 
the Truth: for rubbing away the old ceremonies of the Le- 
viticall Law; for branding them out with the title of beg gar- 
ly rudiments : In ſhort, for teaching juſtification to the Gala- 
tiam by faich alone in Chriſt Icſus, **˙*VV 
For ſo ſticring and operative is the nature of the Truih, 
and its language ſo working, that it foone netles a corrupt 
heart ; and where it lights, it peppers to the quicke. And 
indeed, we may not miſtake the times; we muſt think them 
then, as they are now ; wherein the friends of Tr#th, are but 
like ſtars, whereof 
Some ſeeme to be, and are not: pendulous meteors, whoſe 
gloazing promiſeth much, yet ſoone dies (like abortives) 
even in tlie nativity. Such ¶ omers of amity, and ſbadowes of 
friendſhip had Paul; ſuch have wee. Now, wee are their 
friends; now againe, their enemies. Now they are wich us; 
now againe departing from us. And why ? becauſe they 
were not of us. Thus their friendſhip comes, and goes, like 
the good dayes of an ill ague; and (to ſpeake Truth) tis but 
enmity at beſt. 55 „„ 
Others are ſtars indeed, but yet erraticall, not ſtinted to a 
certaine ſituation: ſuch friends the times will now afford: 
Now, they doe (indeed) the offices of friends: but by and 
by (with Hyminæus and Philetus) they make ſhipwracke of 
them: and ſhall we blame them? Their nature is erraticall 
and fleeting. N RES 8

But tis neither our feare, nor amazedneſſe, that either 
helpes Paul out of the bryers, or frees us of the like danger: 
ſome ſeaſonable inſtructions out of the Text may rather doe 
the feate: therefore of the parriculars in their order: and 
firſt of the firſt and ſecond, The enmity, and the perſon, (Paul) 
againſt whom it was conceived. 

And here by the way take notice, that it appeares by the 
ſcope of this Scripture, that this enmity was ſeemingly in (bur 
really againſt) Paul: It was really in (but one ly ſermingiy a- 
gainſt) the Galatians, So we proceed, Am [therefore become 
Jour enemy? 

Some queſtion may here ariſe, vhat this Eumity is? Wher- 
unto I anſwer briefly, That tis d a grounded paſſion (if I 
may ſo fpeake) ariſing from naturall affection diſtempered, 
and breaking forth into a diſdainfull contempt, or oppoſi - 
tion of that which we hate. And this differs 


Firſt, from envy : for a man cannot envy himſelſe, yet hee 
may be at enmity (in ſome ſort) with himſelfe. | 

Secondly from anger: for that is bur a diſpoſition z this, 
an e habit. Anger is but enmiry begun: but enmity is an- 
ger finiſhed, | : |

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| Thirdly from abomination: for in abomination wee pro- 
porly hate the evill, but not the perſon. 
But enmity againſt others is when we hate, 

1 The fault of the party offending, as it is a fault. 

2 The perſon too, for his fault. 

3 We deſire the evill of puniſhment to befall him; and 
this is called the f hatrod of enmity. And this (I take it) lights 
here upon Paul, whereby he himſelfe is counted an enemy to 
his Salatians. Divine Paul l yet none of his priviledges could 
prevent their malice. | 

1 Neither his calling unto the Miniftery : yet that was 
powerfull, and miraculous: he was called immediately of God. 

2 Nor his learning; yet he ſpake wiſedome among theſe that 
are perfect. 

. 3 Nor his 8 unblameable conyerfation ; yet that was in 
leaven: yea he deſired to be diſſalveal and to be with Chriſt. 

This conſidered, wee may ſafely conclude hence, that 
Neither profiindity in learning, nor power in preaching, nor un- 


blameableneſſe in converſation, can ſecure a man ſrom the enmity 


ef the unregenerate., Paul was hated; who then can be freed ? 
Be (alas he) was counted an enemy, h whoſe praiſes no tongue 
can expreſle : in whaſe ſoule Divine grace choſe het habita- 
tion. He, who was the pillar of the Churches; Hee, who 
travelled by | ſea and land, to implant the Truth among the 
Gentiles : That carthly Angell, chat heavenly man, who 
learned among the k Angels, what he ſhould preach among 
men, is now hated as an enemy. gl |
